Inry for the Burley Tobacco 
("rower.s' .'\ssociation, called the 
1 leeting iu order, and nominations 
were made for a chairman of the 
Meeting, with the result that Mr. 
jilValler Bennett was unanimous- 
.ly elected, and E. T. Wiggins, 
i?])resenting the press, was chos- 
en secretary. 

Mr. Clay gave very clearly the 
leasons for the meetin;^ l>ein<» 
called, asking that free discu.ssif)n 
of the tobacco situation in Madi- 
son county be given b\ an\onc 
desiring to express themselves. 

.Mr. Bennett, chairman, after 
ngain stressing the point that the 
meeting was fc»r the Ma<lis<»n 
growers. calle<l upon several l<i 
gi\c their views on the situation 
j whether or n<»l the tobacco ware- 
; houses in Richmond sh(mld close 
and the farmers liohi their crop- 
I with the expectation »>f getting 
better prices, and whether or not 
the farmers shoulrl join the ( Irow • 
jcrs' As.sociatioii in cutting «»ut the 
jl92l crop if they su tiecidcd at 
I'leir meet ino jn Lcxingt* n on 
I'l hursdiiy morning at lOo ciock. 
j Mr. T. H. West was the first

I oints why it was for the farmers' 
iitercst for the local warehouses

.\ttorney O. P. Jackson made a 
ew splendid remarks, dsciissing
